The Beef Market.

From present indications there 
will not be as many cattle fed on the 
MeadoWs this years.as heretofore 
Feeders have lost money for the 
past three years and do not care 
to get caught out again. But five 
or six thousaud bead will be fed 
here to fillin with and help sell the 
poorer quality of beef produced 
in California and Arizona. Itis a 
well noth an@ generally con- 
ceded fact that Nevada alfalfa fed 
beef is the best by far produced at 
any other point onthe coast, and 
the butchers are obliged to protect 
their markets with Nevada beef. 
Should they have early storms in 
California the cattle fed on the 
other side will not do nearly as 
well as they would if it was com- 
paratively dry, and those who feed 
here are almost sure of getting a 
good market in January. Mon- 
tana has taken most of Nevada's 
surplus beef this year that here- 
tofore fas gone to the San Fran- 
cisco markets,aud that fact alone 
will stimulate a healthy condition 
of things. California cannot pos- 
sibly produce as good beef as this 
State can, unless it is grain and 
stall fed, and even then it is no 
better than alfalfa fed beef pro- 
duced here.

Eerrorn Gazette: I observe in your 
pa 1@ inaccuracy of statement 
wi ference to the proposed adjust- 
ment between the quartz mills on the 
Carson river and the ranchers in the 
Carson valley above, and I ask the 
use of your columns to set the matter 


right. 

The condition of thiags.on the Car- 
son is as follows: The length of the 
Carson river in Nevada is over 150 
miles. Of this length about 35 miles 
is above Carson-and themills and over 
100 miles below. The river runs 
through four counties — Douglas, 
Or:nsby, Lyon and Churchill. There 
are ranches along the entire length of 
the river at different points and prob- 
ably as many acres of land under cal- 
tivati low the mills as above. 
Duri e flood season, from the 
Ist of April until about the Ist of July, 
the -flow of water is immense—gufli- 
cient to meet the demands of all the 
farms and all the mills on the Carson. 
After the Ist of July, for the past two 
years, the Douglas county ranchers on 
the headwaters of the Carson have 
been appropriating ‘the entire flow of 
the river—from July to January, a 
period of six months: The flow dur- 
ing this period is never below five or 
six thousand inches, and in ordinary 
seasons much above. The mills re- 
quire a continuous flow of from six to 
eigi.t thousand inches to keep them 
running. This water is not wasted 
even for agriculture, but goes to the 
ranchers below the mills. The Doug-
